WASHINGTON (AP) — Tax writers 
in Congress are ready to recommend a 
new multibillion-dollar bill that would 
end the controversial oil depletion 
allowance while giving some tax relief 
to millions of average Americans. 
Hep. Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., 
chairman of the House Ways and 
Means 
Committee, 
announced 
Tuesday that he wants to get the bill to 
the House for action Dec. 4 and 5. 
After 
the 
com m ittee’s 
latest 
decisions on a slimmed-down package 
of basic tax changes, Mills pressed the 
panel's staff to produce its final draft 
of the bill in time for a formal com­ 
mittee vote later this week. 
The legislation would face House 
tests from those who want to hit the 
petroleum industry harder and from 
oilstate forces opposed to any major oil 
tax revisions. The measure also faces 
a possible Senate filibuster during the 
dying days of this post-election 
session. 
The 
House 
com mittee 
itself 
remained sharply tom over the oil 
provisions and finally voted 13-12 for 
an eventual end to the depletion 
allowance and for creating a new tax 
on the petroleum industry’s so-called 
windfall profits. 
The bill would cut 1974 taxes, which 
would be due next April, for many 
average Americans by boosting the 
maximum standard deduction to 16 
per cent of adjusted gross income or a 
top of $2,300, and by hiking the

NAIROBI, Kenya ( AP) - Nearly IOO 
persons were reported killed today in 
the first fatal crash of a Boeing 747 
jumbo jetliner, but Kenya’s commu­ 
nications minister said there were 
between 50 and 60 survivors. 


The Lufthansa airliner crashed and 
exploded as it took off from Nairobi on 
a flight from Frankfurt, West Germa­ 
ny, to Johannesburg, South Africa.

Fatal 
Gas Fumes 
To Worker 


A freak accident claimed the life of 
sixty-two-year-old Carl M. Bandy, Mt. 
Sterling, 6:48 p.m. Tuesday, while 
working at the Orient State Institute. 


Bandy, a maintenance man for the 
institute, told engineer laster Good, 
that he was going to the institute’s 
disposal plant to work on a pump 
which was not operating properly. 


Arriving approximately 6:15 p.m. at 
the plant. Bandy contacted Good, 
telling him sludge was coming from 
one of the pumps and that he needed 
assistance to get it stopped. 


James Bragg, also an USI main­ 
tenance man, was 
phoned at his 
residence on the institute grounds by 
Good, to help Bandy with the pump. 


Arriving 
at 
the 
plant 
at 
ap­ 
proximately 6:40 p.m., Bragg noticed 
a strong odor of methane gas in the 
area. Pickaway County Sheriff’s 
Deputy James Dixon was informed by 
Bragg, that methane gas is created by 
decomposing sludge during the 
disposal process and is very toxic. 


Bragg entered the building, but was 
unable to breath for the fumes. While 
opening windows, he saw Bandy’s 
body lying on the steps near the first 
landing, which lead to the basement. 
The first landing is located ap­ 
proximately 10-feet below the floor of 
the disposal plant. 


Unable to reach Bandy’s body due to 
the fumes, Bragg noticed that one of 
the pumps was pumping out sludge 
through the pump valve and adjoining 
intake valve was open. 


Bragg explained to authorities that 
the pump valve is kept closed when the 
pump is not in operation and the intake 
valve kept open. However, when 
starting the pump, the intake valve 
must first be closed, and then the 
pump valve opened. If this is not in this 
order the pump valve will excrete 
sludge at a high rate and is difficult to 
stop. He noted that this is apparently 
what Bandy failed to do. 


The Harrisburg Fire Department 
was summoned to assist in removing 
Bandy’s body. Though Bragg and 
fireman Walter Hemphill used can­ 
nister masks to remove Bandy’s body 
from the building, Hemphill had to be 
treated at Mt. Carmel Hospital for gas 
inhalation. 


Bandy was reported dead on arrival 
at the Orient Institute Hospital, by Dr. 
Dawdy, coroner. 
Born Aug. 17, 1912, Bandy was the 
son of George and Annabelle Fletcher 
Bandy. 


He was a member of the Mt. Sterling 
United Methodist Church, F and AM 
I>odge No. 269, Scottish Rite and 
Shrine.

A spokesman 
stressed that this was tentative and 
that it was hoped more survivors 
would be reported. 
The West German Foreign Ministry 
said its embassy in Nairobi reported 30 
of the survivors were unhurt. 


Official sources said five members 
of the crew survived, including the 
pilot and copilot. 


Communications M inister Omolo 
Okero said 97 bodies had been counted. 
He reported that seven of the injured 
were hospitalized and other survivors 
were taken to a Nairobi hotel. 
Eyewitnesses and survivors pieced 
together this account of unusual 
conditions that apparently played a 
large part in the destruction of the 747, 
an aircraft that has been flying for five 
years without a fatality: 
Winds from an unusual direction 
forced the pilot to take off in the 
direction of Nairobi instead of heading 
out over the vast African plain. 
“That happens once in maybe a 
thousand takeoffs,” an experienced 
local traveler said. 
The plane apparently lost power as it 
was getting into the air but might have 
been able to make a safe emergency 
landing if it had come down on level 
ground. Instead the tail section struck 
an embankment and the plane broke 
into half a dozen pieces and exploded. 
“Fragments of the plane, handbags 
and 
bodies 
were 
scattered 
every where,” a witness said. 
Witnesses said the survivors were 
thrown from the 
middle 
of the 
fuselage. Passengers in the tail and 
forward sections were killed. 
Smoke from the burning plane was 
visible in downtown Nairobi more than 
15 miles away. 
Most of the dead were reported 
burned 
beyond recognition. 
Many 
bodies had limbs or heads severed. 
Officials reported earlier that 152 
persons were killed, but Okero said 
this was a mistake. 


minimum standard deduction for low- 
income people to $1,600 for singles and 
$1,900 for couples. 
The maximum .standard deduction 
currently is 15 per cent of adjusted 
gross income with a top of $2,000, while 
there presently is a minimum stand­ 
ard deduction of $1,300 for singles and 
a matching amount for couples. 
The oil depletion allowance has been 
a chief target of oil industry critics 
who claim it is especially unnecessary 
at a time of higher oil prices. The 
allowance saves petroleum producers 
between $2 billion and $3 billion a year 
in federal taxes. 
The allowance was first adopted in 
1926 and has been retained over the 


years as an incentive for petroleum 
exploration. It permits 22 per cent of 
gross income from petroleum property 
to be deducted from taxable income up 
to a top of 50 per cent of taxable net in­ 
come. 
Under the committee’s bill, the 22 
per cent would be cut to 15 per cent 
retroactive to the start of this year and 
then would drop to zero in 1975. 
Beginning next year, the legislation 
would levy a temporary new excise tax 
on windfall profits of oil companies. 
Tied to this feature would be a socalled 
plowback system which would give 
oilmen seeking more energy sources a 
way of eventually escaping paying 
much of the new tax.

M ass Transit 
Assistance 
Passes Senate 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
has passed an $11.8 billion mass transit 
subsidy bill that could help hold down 
fares of local transit systems. 
The bill, approved Tuesday by a 64- 
17 vote, would for the first time make 
federal funds available to subsidize the 
operations of subways, commuter rail 
lines and bus systems. 
The measure, which is supported by 
President Ford and most of the 
nation’s mayors, now goes to the 
House, where a procedural wrangle 
kept it from coming to the floor earlier 
in the session. 
Sen. Harrison A. Williams Jr., D- 
N.J., principal sponsor of the bill, said 
a massive federal operating subsidy is 
essential if many mass transit systems 
are to avoid bankruptcy. 
Another supporter, Sen. Jacob K. 
Javits, R-N.Y., said the bill could help 
New York City save its 35-cent fare. He 
called the vote “a victory for the big 
cities of the country ... and a victory 
that has taken months of work and 
bipartisan effort to achieve.” 
The bill would provide $3.9 billion in 
operating subsidy funds over the 1975- 
80 period. 
The other $7.9 billion in the bill would 
continue for six years the present mass 
transit capital grant program. This 
money can be used to buy buses, rail 
cars, track and other items to improve 
transit systems. 
The bill earmarks $500 million of the 
capital grant money for rural areas.

Meat Price Squabble Continues

The battle over meat prices has 
begun again and consumers can’t be 
blamed for feeling confused over the 
claims, counterclaims and statistics 
about where their money is going. 
What does it all mean? 
Farmers are losing money. High 
grain prices have forced many ran­ 
chers to sell their animals at a loss 
# rather than buy expensive feed. 
Supermarket profits are up over last 
year and the Agriculture Department 
says that for the first nine months of 
this year, higher markups by mid­ 
dlemen have accounted for 84 per cent 
of the increase in the annual cost of a 
market basket of food. 
The supermarkets traditionally have 
been reluctant to break down theii 
expenses and profits, department by 


department. They say it’s virtually 
impossible to allocate things like 
utility costs to one department or 
another. They also say they don’t want 
to let competitors know too much 
about how they operate. 
At the same time, however, they 
claim 
their 
meat 
departm ents 
traditionally return a low profit. They 
argue that labor costs are high — a 
butcher cutting meat gets a higher 
salary than a stock room boy stacking 
cans. One source estimated that 14 per 
cent of the gross margin on meat goes 
for labor. 
John J. Cairns Jr., vice president for 
merchandising of the Great Atlantic & 
Pacific Tea Co. — A&P — provided a 
few clues to store profits at a House 
subcommittee hearing Tuesday in 
Washington. 
He said that gross margin for the 


meat department for the first nine 
months of 1974 was 21.89 per cent, the 
highest since at least 1968. He said that 
meat department expenses were the 
highest since 1971 and equaled 19.09 
per cent of sales during the second 
quarter of 1974. 
The superm arkets dispute U.S. 
Department of Agriculture statistics 
on where the money you spend on beef 
is going. 
The latest department figures, for 
example, show that the average price 
of a pound of beef at the retail level in 
the week ended Nov. 2 was $1,358, just 
about the same as in April 1973. 
The USDA says the carcass price — 
the amount the supermarket pays — 
was 93,3 cents per pound of usable beef 
during the week ended Nov. 2 and the 
farm price per pound of usable beef 
was 81.9 cents. 


requirements of the bond have been 
met. legislation to dedicate the streets 
of the subdivision will be presented 
soon Jones indicated.

streets in new subdivisions. According 
to Watters, fires occur in these new 
areas before streets have been 
dedicated to the city and firemen may 
be unaware of the exact location. 


That works out to a difference of 42.5

That works out to a difference of about 
18 cents, instead of 42.5 cents.

Rain also pelted the Pacific Nor­ 
thwest and turned to snow in the

High winds accompanying a thun­ 
derstorm caused damage north of 
Memphis, Tenn., during the night. 
Large hail also raked the area. Funnel 
clouds were sighted in Mississippi and 
Florida late Tuesday, and large hail 
pounded a section of southern 
Mississippi. 
The thundershowers were scattered 
from the central Gulf Coast to the 
lower Ohio Valley in the predawn 
hours. 
Rain and drizzle fell from the Great 
Lakes to the Eastern Seaboard and 
across much of the South. Dense fog 
again settled over many areas from 
the Great I^akes to the Appalachians. 
A new weather system moving into 
the Northwest scattered rain from the 
Pacific Coast to the northern Rockies, 
and turned to heavy snow in the 
mountains of the region.

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Chrysler Shutdown 
Layoffs Spreading 


DETROIT (A P) — The Chrysler 
Com. has announced thousands of 
additional layoffs, raising to 64,200 the 
number of its employes scheduled to 
be off their jobs in December. 
Chrysler said Tuesday it was laying 
off 35,500 workers temporarily and 
8,400 indefinitely, closing all but one of 
its six U.S. car plants and making 
“ extreme cutbacks” at 42 manu­ 
facturing plants from the day before 
Thanksgiving until Jan. 6. The firm 
said the action is aimed at cutting its 
inventory of unsold cars. 
The firm is the nation’s seventh 
largest with a total bluecollar work 
force of 105,000. With 22,000 workers 
currently on indefinite layoff, the total 
effect of the layoffs will be to put 64,200 
out of work in December, or about 61 
per cent of the Chrysler work force. 
Some 95,000 auto workers are on 
layoffs this week, including 37,000 
indefinitely at General Motors, 10.425 
at Ford, and 16,000 at Chrysler. 
The total Big Three work force is 
650,000, down from 750,000 just 13 
months ago, and there are persistent 
reports that further layoffs are immi­ 
nent. “ It looks like the roof is about to 
cave in,” said one union official. 
Facing the prospect of at least 
110,000 Big Three employes out of work 
in the pre-Christmas period, union 
officers reacted quickly and angrily to 
the Chrysler announcement. 


United Auto Workers Vice President 
Doug Fraser accused Chrysler of

“ manipulation” and said the layoffs 
were the most serious ever at Chrysler 
“ in terms of one fell swoop.” 
He called for the resignations of 
Chrysler Chairman Lynn Townsend 
and President John Riccardo, blaming 
them for Chryslers buildup of 380,000 
unsold new cars — enough to supply 
dealers for four months. 


“ When they make mistakes, they 
don’t pay for them, the workers pay for 
them,” Fraser said, pointing out that 
the firm produced 62,000 more cars 
than it sold in September and October. 
Three Detroit assembly plants will 
be down along with two others, leaving 
just the St. Louis, Mo., facility in oper­ 
ation. 


Although the firm will not close its 42 
supply plants, production cutbacks 
there were described as “ extreme” 
with many layoffs.

WASHINGTON (A P ) - Winter 
wheat planted this fall for harvest next 
year continues to benefit from recent 
rains in much of the Great Plains al­ 
though some northern areas still are 
too dry, the Agriculture Department 
says. 
“ Wheat growth has been excellent 
on early stands over much of Texas 
and Oklahoma,” the department said 
Tuesday in a weekly weather report. 
“ Conditions improved in Kansas and 
Nebraska, and are variable but 
generally good in South Dakota.” 
The report, summing up weather 
activity as of Nov. 17, said wheat fields 
still are dry in much of the northern 
region and that protective snowcover 
is needed to reduce the possibility of 
wind erosion. 
Elsewhere, the report said, rain and 
snow last week hindered Midwest 
farm ers 
harvesting 
corn 
and 
soybeans. By Nov. 17, however, about 
78 per cent of the com crop and about 
83 per cent of the soybeans were 
harvested. 
“ The early frost (in late September 
and early October) on late-planted 
com continues to cause problems of 
high moisture, mold, kernel sprouting 
and stalk breakage in some areas of 
the North Central states,” the report 
said.

(A P) -Sections 
of the federal blacklung act have been 
struck down by a three-judge federal 
panel. 
The ruling Tuesday could make it 
more difficult for some coal miners or 
relatives of deceased miners to obtain 
blacklung benefits.

Albert is a 
Rhodes Scholar and a keen enough pol 
to make it all the way to the Speaker's 
chair. But he feels he would be totally 
inadequate to run the country, cure the 
Recession, dominate the Free World, 
keep the Middle East from erupting, 
maintain the ententes, etc. An un­ 
nerving number of his friends in 
Washington and Oklahoma heartily 
agree with him.

NEW YORK (AP) - At the very 
tim e American corporations are 
making their commitments for 1975 
the economic news seems to have 
taken a turn for the worse, reinforcing 
the need of pessimists, eroding that of 
optimists. 
One result, says Walter Headley, 
economists and vice president of the 
Bank of America, is that industry is 
cutting expectations even more, not in 
“meat ax’’ style perhaps, “but they’re 
rounding down.” 
The bad news seems plentiful as the 
autumn leaves. 
Wholesale prices rose at an annual 
rate of nearly 28 per cent in October, 
and that means consumer price in­ 
creases for many weeks ahead. The 
coal miners are on strike. Auto makers 
are cutting production and laying off 
workers. 
If the coal strike continues it will 
mean steel production will be cut. If 
the auto makers can’t sell their cars 
then the glass and rubber industries, 
among others, will be hurt. All are 
very basic industries. 
Industrial production continues to 
drop even without these events and 
expectations. It fell 0.6 per cent in 
October, the steepest since February. 
Unemployment is almost certain to 
reach 7 per cent by early 1975. 
The dismal record of the past haunts 
the present and clouds the future. The 
third quarter inflation rate has just 
been revised to 11.8 per cent from 11.5. 
Housing continues in a slump. 
Consumers are said by pollsters to be 
cutting their spending plans. First 
National City Bank, which recently 
joined the consumer pollsters, found 
only six of IOO people nationwide felt 
the economy would improve within the 
next six months. 
Albert Sindlinger of Sindlinger 8c 
Co., which polls consumers by 
telephone seven days a week, and has 
been doing so for well over a decade, 
found “ confidence over the past 
weekend was like an iceberg melting.” 
Abroad, the U.S. dollar continues to 
slump as speculators move into West 
German marks, partly because that 
country stated it wouldn’t mind if the 
mark floated higher in relation to some 
currencies, including the dollar. 
The world worries about being able 
to recycle the dollars accumulating in 
the Mideast. “People here are dren­ 
ched by gloom and doom from West 
Europe about the problem of recycling 
dollars,” said Headley. “In Western 
Europe they just won’t listen to op­ 
timism.” 
Those investors who hoped the stock 
market had found the bottom it has 
sought so earnestly are learning that 
the bottom must have many tiers, and 
they don’t appreciate the pun. 
The Mideast political and military 
situation doesn’t seem to improve. 
Food prices continue to rise. 
The word “depression” has forced 
its way back into the vocabulary. 
There is a vague feeling circulating, 
if you believe what you hear, that 
leadership hasn’t grasped the enor­ 
mity of the economic problem, doesn’t 
understand its urgency, and probably 
has no answers anyway.

Speaking Of Your Health

My sister has been rn a mental 
hospital for four months. She will be 
released soon. She has never been 
hostile or destructive. How can we 
obtain more information so that we 
can be of greatest help to her? 
Mrs. P. R. B.,Ohio 
Dear Mrs. B.: 
Such anticipation is wise and can do 
maximum justice to the patient and to 
the family. 
Unless the family is prepared, there 
is a complete upheaval in normal 
family life when a patient is released 
from a mental institution. 
Kindness and warmth and sympathy 
are, of course, important, but there are 
very definite methods of help that can 
be outlined by the doctors at the 
hospital. 
A new program, known as Recovery, 
Inc., uses a special learning system. 
With 
regular 
attendance 
at 
“Recovery” meetings by the patient 
and the family, former mental patients 
are given great opportunity for 
training and self-leadership. 
The American Academy of Family 
Physicians, at a recent meeting, had 
an exhibit about Recovery. The con­ 
cept is based on a book by Dr. 
Abraham A. 
Ia>w, titled “Mental 
Health Through Will Training.” 


The Academy believes that the 
weekly meetings of Recovery, in 
conjunction with the authority of the 
physician in charge, may be very 
helpful in preventing relapses and in 
enabling the patient to return more 
effectively to society. 


Have you ever heard of the idea that 
unflavored gelatin is a perfect 
treatment for gout? A friend of mine 
says that he has been taking gelatin for 
years and has never had another at­ 
tack of gout. If this is so, I’d like to give 
up the medicines I’m now taking.

President’s Guide Lines of 5.5. per cent 
increases.” 
Poor man. He fogets that the troUop 
is not a wage earner. She’s an in­ 
dependent merchant, the only one in 
the world who sells merchandise and 
keeps it. 
Prostitution, to coin a phrase, has 
fallen on evil days. There are times 
when a girl can’t give it away. 
Especially if the lady of the evening 
works near a school. A woman of 
another era, retired at age 32, told me, 
“We can’t compete with amateurs. 
What has happened to the moral 
structure of this country?” 
It went to heU in a handbag, that’s 
what. I knew an editor in San Fran­ 
cisco who bought a green door when an 
old “house” was tom down. He had it 
on his patio. “Almost every senator 
and governor since 1880 walked 
through that door,” he said. He was too 
choked to continue. 
As a profession, prostitution is as old 
as desire. I still think the Good Book 
made a mistake about who gave who 
that apple. Parlor pranks are legal in 
parts of 
Nevada. 
They 
have 
a 
senator—brace yourself—named Alan 
Bible. Good, churchgoing Christian 
type. Serves on the Interior Com­ 
mittee, among others. Says he’s op­ 
posed to gun control. 
Some time ago, when I covered 
Broadway (and vice versa), I used to 
chat with call girls. My wife said, “As 
long as you don’t stop talking, it’s all 
right. They’re broads. I’m broad­ 
minded.” 
There is a built-in snobbery, and 
some envy, between the proper lady 
and the prostitute. Helen Rowland 
once wrote: “No man can understand 
why a woman should prefer a good 
reputation to a good time.” It was 
Socrates, on the other hand, who said: 
“If you get a good wife, you’ll be 
happy. If you get a bad one, you’ll 
become a philosopher.” 
It is difficult to find a good bad girl. 
When they unionized, they ruined the 
racket. No one wants to work. In Paris, 
they have taxi meters over the boudoir 
doors. 
The ticking 
drives 
the 
customers nuts. 
In New York, things are so tough the 
girls are borrowing money from the 
vice cops. The big city still has a few 
“houses,” but most of the bartering 


occurs on the curb with a quick hustle 
to a hotel room. The room clerk can 
never figure if he’s giving you the key, 
or you’re returning it. 
The few “houses” left are plush 
apartments decorated with white rugs, 
white walls and white furniture. These 
places charge a sucker $20 to unbutton 
his coat, not counting city sales tax. 
Sin, of course, put the big rap on 
prostitution. The moment it was 
declared immoral and illegal, it 
became big business for the madames 
and the doctors. Sin brings its own 
punishment. The urologists get rich 
and some pay rent for their private 
pets.

In 
New Orleans, the girls are almost 
romantic. They trust you all the way 
until you start to take your tie off. 
The built-in suspicion of the female, 
when she regards a male, is what 
made prostitution a cash-and-carry 
business instead of an art. She wants 
that money up front, like bank assets.,

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 16-year- 
old Filipino youth is headed for an 
extraordinary family reunion after his 
father held the Philippine ambassador 
at gunpoint until Manila authorities 
agreed to send the teenager to the 
United States. 
Napoleon Lechoco Jr. was to com­ 
plete his 10,000-mile dash across the 
Pacific and arrive at Dulles Inter­ 
national Airport today, more than a 
day after his father threw down his gun 
and surrendered to police at the 
Philippine Embassy chancery early 
Tuesday. 
During a stopover in Honolulu, the 
young man told newsmen he was 
“ going to be very, very happy to see 
my parents and brothers and sisters 
again.” The rest of his family 
emigrated to the United States two 
years ago. 
During a later stop in San Francisco, 
the Lechoco youth said, “ I think he 
should not have done such a thing.” 
Escorted 
by 
Philippine 
Col. 
Frederico Navarro, chief of staff of the 
Philippine presidential guard bat­ 
talion, the youth also told reporters at 
the airport that he had been free to 
leave the Philippines since last Sep­ 
tember but remained to finish school 
and help his grandfather. 


Navarro also insisted that the youth 
previously had planned to fly to the 
United States “ in a couple of days” 
and that the father’s action had been 
unnecessary. “ It was just a coinci­ 
dence. He was planning to leave 
anytime,” Navarro said. 
Philippine Secretary of Tourism 
Jose Aspiras had told newsmen 
Monday night that the Lechoco youth 
was under investigation by the Manilla 
government and that this accounted 
for the delay in issuing him a travel 
permit. 
Aboard the same Philippine Airlines 
flight were three children of Philippine 
Ambassador Eduardo Z. Romualdez, 
who had been held hostage by Napo­ 
leon Ochoco Sr. 
The father was not able to be on hand 
at the airport for his son’s arrival. He 
has been charged with assaulting and 
abducting an official of a foreign 
government. U.S. District Judge 
George L. Hart Jr. committed Ochoco 
to a local hospital Tuesday for a series 
of mental tests. 
Recovering quickly from a night of 
terror in his chancery 
office, 
Romualdez 
told 
newsmen 
late 
Tuesday that his government would 
not prosecute Ochoco. But the am­ 
bassador said he would not intervene if 


Lechoco were prosecuted by the 
United States. 


He also would not rule out a civil suit 
brought by his economic attache, 
Mario S. Lagdameo, who was shot 
while attempting to grapple with the 
gunman. 
Romualdez said both he and lechoco 
thought that the young attache had 
been fatally shot, because he feigned 
death for more than ten hours. 


After the shooting, Lechoco called 
the police and repeated his demand 
that the young man be released in 
Manila and sent to Washington within 
24 hours. In return he said he would 
release the ambassador. 


After authorities told him his son 
would be allowed to travel to the 
United States, Ochoco agreed to end 
the ordeal. He tossed his gun to police 
and surrendered with his hands up.

T elevision 
Workshop, cannot disguise 
the fact that the opening 
round in this 26-week pro­ 
gram is a bloated bummer. 


It is so dull, its health ad­ 
vice so sugar-coated in 
“ cute” 
characters 
and 
situations, 
viewers may 
either fall asleep or quickly 
decide the only remedy for a 
case of terminal coyness is 
another channel. 


The basic idea of the series 
is admirable—to increase 
public 
awareness, 
par­ 
ticularly among parents, of 
steps they can take to prevent 
illness and keep themselves 
and their loved ones in good 
health. 


But the execution of the 
idea, at least in tonight's 
show dealing with prenatal 
care, nutrition and mental 
health, is poorly done. 
It opens at “Mac’s Place,”

gather, 
largely to set up situations 
from which the show can slide 
into scenes concerning the 
subject at hand. 


Sometimes the characters 
are involved in these point- 
making scenes, such as when 
Mac, the proprietor, strains 
his back at work. After gentle 
nagging by his friends, he 
calls his doctor for a checkup. 
Turns out the doctor died 
three years ago and Mac 
hasn’t had a physical in eight 
years. It almost seems that 
long before the point is made 
that everyone should have an 
annual medical checkup.

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Old Navy Buddy 
Recalls Ford Escape 


MASSILLON, 
Ohio 
(A P )- 
President Ford’s travail as the 
nation's chief executive strikes rural 
Kidron, Ohio, postm aster Kenny 
Gerber as almost laughable compared 
to the day the two faced a killer 
typhoon in the South Pacific during 
World War IL 
Gerber and Gerald R. Ford, then a 
31-year-old Navy lieutenant, were on 
the aircraft carrier Monterey off the 
Philippine Islands when the U.S. Third 
Fleet was struck by a typhoon’s 143- 
mile-per-hour winds and 7(Moot waves. 
Gerber recalls that both were on the 
flight deck as the carrier wallowed in 
seas that capsized three destroyers 
and seriously damaged 28 other 
vessels. The storm cost the lives of 790 
seamen. 
Ford was running across the deck 
when a monster wave struck, sub­ 
merging one third of deck. The 
president-to-be was hurled onto his 
back and slid IOO feet to the edge of the 
deck. 
Clutching desperately for something 
to hang onto, Ford spotted a metal rim 
around the edge of the deck to keep 
tools from falling off. He put out his 
feet, stopped his slide and twisted to 
land on a catwalk beneath the deck. 
Gerber was holding a spanner 
wrench. He jammed it into a hole in the 
deck and hung on. 
When the ship righted itself, Gerber 
and Ford returned to their battle 
stations on the bridge. Gerber 
remembers finding shelter from the 
storm’s blasts behind the bridge. 
The lurching ship slammed planes 
against each other on the hangar deck 
below, causing sparks which ignited 
fuel. The explosions destroyed the 
planes and contributed to the deaths of 
three of the Monterey’s complement of 
1,500 men.

Nursing Home 
Help Urged 
By State Solon 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-A state 
senator wants to make a Dec. IO 
skeleton session of the legislature a full 
fledged working session to grant a 
financial reprieve to Ohio’s financially 
troubled nursing homes. 
Sen. Douglas Applegate, D-30 
Steubenville, said he is having a bill 
drafted that would provide a one-year 
extension in the deadline for the homes 
to have automated sprinkler systems. 
Under a 1972 enactment, the homes 
have only until Jan. I to install the 
sprinklers and to meet other fire safety 
requirements, but state officials now 
know for sure that about half of the 
state’s 1,200 nursing homes won’t meet 
the deadline. 
Applegate also is proposing that the 
state come up with some kind of 
financial assistance, “low interest 
loans or whatever we can work out. 
These people just don’t have the 
money, and if we don’t do something, 
about 30,000 old people are literally 
going to be out on the streets.” 
Applegate also pointed out that the 
requirements, in addition to sprinkler 
systems, also include such things as 
minimum widths of doors and min­ 
imum lengths of hallways. “Ifs an 
expensive proposition, and they can’t 
go out and borrow the money and have 
to pay IO or 12 per cent interest,” he 
said. 
The Steubenville Democrat said he 
talked to House Speaker A. G. Lan- 
cione, D-99 Bellaire, and that he 
seemed “willing to consider expansion 
of the Dec. IO session. He quoted Sen­ 
ate Majority leader Theodore M. 
Gray, R-3 Columbus, as saying he 
would not object as long as there was 
an “agreed" bill. 
Republicans, who lose control of the 
Senate when the next regular session 
begins Jan. 6, reportedly are talking 
about a full Senate session Dec. IO any­ 
way. They reportedly want to act, 
possibly unfavorably, on certain 
appointments submitted to the upper 
chamber by outgoing Gov. John J. 
Gilligan.
